Police looking for 
suspect. Early-morning 
shooting leaves another 
victim in hospital 


Police are investigating after 
one man was shot dead out¬ 
side a downtown bar Tuesday 
morning. 

Edmonton homicide detec¬ 
tives were on scene with for¬ 
ensic units at the Hudson’s on 
104th Avenue near 112 Street, 
where the victim could still 
be seen, covered with a white 
sheet, just steps from the bar’s 
front entrance. 

“When we arrived there 
was a male who was in obvious 
medical distress in the parking 


lot, who was having first aid 
applied to him in the parking 
lot and he died on scene,” said 
acting Insp. Malcolm Allan, 
who said police were called on 
a report of shots fired shortly 
after 2 a.m. 

Another man was also shot 
and was taken to hospital with 
a non-life-threatening injuiy to 
his arm. 

Allan said police were in 
the process of interviewing 
the many witnesses who were 
on scene at the bar when the 
altercation occurred. 

Later in the day, police 
said they were looking for a 
tall black male, who fled the 
scene on foot, as a suspect in 
the case. 

The deceased man was in 
his early 30s. 

Family members who ar¬ 
rived on scene did not want 
to speak with the media. Allan 
said investigators were talking

with the family, noting they 
were in significant distress.

City hopeful feds 
can solve rail 
crossing issues 

After getting a cold shoul¬ 
der from rail companies, 
the city is hoping the fed¬ 
eral government can help 
it do something about 
freight trains that tie up 
traffic across the city. 

Last year, councillors 
asked the city to talk with 
companies about the 
tie-ups, especially during 
rush hour, but accord¬ 
ing to a city report on 
those meetings, the rail 
companies were less than 
receptive. 

“City staff were respect¬ 
fully instructed that their 
rail operation has no 
direct accountability to 
municipal governments,” 
reads the report. 

Coun. Ben Henderson 
said it appears the com¬ 
panies are content to give 
the brush-off to anybody 
but the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

“There’s no point in go¬ 
ing to the province on this 
because they will be told 
to piss off as well,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
he gets the sense there’s 
some interest at the fed¬ 
eral level at reining in the 
railroads’ power. 

“For a long time, 
railways have been closer 
to God than anything else 
in Canada, and the federal 
government has given 
them wide latitude and 
that made sense in the 
19th century,” he said. 

Iveson said while it 
didn’t hurt to talk, it’s 
clear federal MPs will need 
to get involved if the situa¬ 
tion is going to change. 

“It’s good to have dia¬ 
logue with the railroads, 
but really, this is federal 
jurisdiction.”

Schools to get facelift. 

Alberta announces nine 

school-modernization 

projects

Applause broke out at Al¬ 
berta’s School for the Deaf 
Tuesday afternoon as Alberta’s 
minister of education an¬ 
nounced nine modernization 
projects slated for Edmonton 
schools. 

As part of an initiative 
launched last year to build 
50 and modernize 70 schools 
throughout the province, Edu¬ 
cation Minister Jeff Johnson 
said the province is commit¬ 
ted to improving Alberta’s 
schools. 

“Investing in Alberta’s fam¬ 
ilies and communities is a top 
priority,” he said at Tuesday’s 
announcement. 

Five schools for Edmon¬ 


ton’s public school board will 
be modernized, including 
Ross Sheppard School, Vimy 
Ridge Academy, Belgravia 
School and Alberta’s School 
for the Deaf. 

Archbishop O’Leaiy Senior 
High School, J.H. Picard School 
and Louis St. Laurent Catholic 
School were three of four Ed¬ 
monton Catholic schools an¬ 
nounced for modernization. 

“This is brick and mortar, 
these are buildings, but it’s 
what goes on inside those 
schools that’s really import¬ 
ant,” Johnson added. 

Sarah Hoffman, EPSB 
chairperson, said the latest an¬ 
nouncement is welcome news 
to the district. 

“I remember one board 
meeting asking our facilities 
manager about the state of 
some of our boiler systems. He 
said, ‘I am going to be honest: 
Sometimes I stay up at night 
thinking about them,”’ Hoff¬ 
man said, adding tonight he 
will sleep easy thanks to the 
modernization announce¬ 
ment.

A date gone wrong on Ed¬ 
monton streets is something 
sex-trade worker Jennifer 
knows all too well. 

“He pulled up and said, 
‘Can you meet me across 
the street in an alley?’ I said,

made a deal,” she said. 

Jennifer performed oral 
sex, but when the client at¬ 
tempted to engage in inter¬ 
course without protection, 
she fled. 

“I saw him and he was 
really struggling to get it 
out of the backseat. I could 
see the handle. It was a shot¬ 
gun.” 

Jennifer, who has worked 
on the streets for 10 years, 
reported the incident to po-

lice but also shared it with 
two KARE officers patrolling 
city streets on Jan. 9. KARE 
officers often share informa¬ 
tion like Jennifer’s story with 
EPS as part of a strong work¬ 
ing relationship. 

“With EPS vice unit, they 
do ... their stings on the 
street workers and the johns. 
We’re there in the back end 
to talk to the girls,” said 
Const. Violet MacFarlane, an 
investigator with KARE. 

KARE officers say they are 
sometimes privy to import¬ 
ant information about the 
Edmonton sex trade because 


of the relationship they have 
with the individuals on local 
streets. 

“Some of the girls will 
disclose certain really ser¬ 
ious crimes to us, but they’re 
scared to go to the police. But 
because we have that rap¬ 
port with them, they’re able 
to pass the information on,” 
said MacFarlane. 

Edmonton RCMP officers 
also work on educating vul¬ 
nerable individuals in the 
sex trade. 

“Initially KARE started up 
to find the killer. We’re still 
doing parts of that, but we’re 
also doing a proactive educa¬ 
tional piece to those vulner¬ 
able members of society,” 
said Supt. Jerry Scott, with 
the RCMP’s serious-crime 
branch. “We hope we can 
either get them out of that 
lifestyle or help them find 
new avenues to make their 
lives better and take those 
vulnerabilities out of them.”

Court delays worry province’s child advocate

“It is concerning that the best interests of children 
appear to be secondary to excessive delays in the 

COUrt System.” Alberta child advocate Del Graff 


Alberta’s child advocate is 
calling for a review of court 
delays involving children 
in temporary government 
care. 

Del Graff’s office studied 
the case of a seven-year- 
old boy who was living in 
a group home when he 
drowned in an Edmonton 
pool in 2012. 

Graff said in a report 
released Tuesday that the 


boy’s short life was just as 
tragic as his death. 

The child didn’t adjust 
well to his uncertain living 
arrangements over the two 
years it took to schedule a 
court hearing about perma¬ 
nent guardianship. 

“The situation may not 
be unique,” Graff wrote. 

The boy was four years 
old when social workers 
received a complaint that 


he was out with his mother 
when she was panhandling. 

About a year later, staff 
determined his parents, 
who were transient and 


lived in hotels, were using 
cocaine, so he was appre¬ 
hended. 

The child appeared happy 
and well cared for but was 


underweight and malnour¬ 
ished, said the report. He 
could name several candy 
bars but no vegetables. 

He was first placed in 
a stable foster home but 
received mixed messages 
about where he would be in 
the long term. He was hav¬ 
ing problems at school and 
started seeing a therapist. 

The boy was moved to 
the home of another family, 


who hoped to eventually 
adopt him, but he became 
aggressive. 

He was then put in the 
group home. 

The report said the gov¬ 
ernment decided to apply for 
a permanent guardianship 
order eight months after he 
was in care. But three court 
delays pushed back the date 
over the course of two years.

NAIT student Chris Olson is 
looking to give Edmonton land¬ 
fills a bit of a break and divert 
waste that can later be reused.

Toronto Mayor Rob Ford ended 
weeks of adamant vows that he 
had given up alcohol by admit¬ 
ting Tuesday that he was drink¬ 
ing the previous night, after 
a video emerged of him in a 
rambling, profane rant. 

The poorly framed video 
of the largely incoherent Ford 
using Jamaican swear words 
was posted to YouTube an¬ 
onymously, and appears to 
have been filmed at a restau¬ 
rant called Steak Queen in the 
city’s north west. 

Ford admitted he had been 
drinking, but said it was on his 
“own time.” 

“I was with some friends 
and what I do in my personal 
life with my personal friends, 
that’s up to me,” Ford told re¬ 
porters outside his city hall of¬ 
fice. “It really has nothing to do 
with you guys.” 

The mayor denied that he 
was on drugs the previous 
night but wouldn’t say how he 
got home from the restaurant 
in that state. 

In the video Ford uses pro¬ 
fanity, appears to imitate a Ja¬

What if they held an Olympics 
and nobody came? 

The situation isn’t that 
bleak for the Sochi Games. Yet, 
with less than three weeks to 
go until the opening ceremony, 
hundreds of thousands of tick¬ 
ets remain unsold, raising the 
prospect of empty seats and a 
lack of atmosphere at Russia’s 
first Winter Olympics. 


There are signs that many 
foreign fans are staying away, 
turned off by terrorist threats, 
expensive flights and hotels, 
long travel distances, a short¬ 
age of tourist attractions in the 
area and the hassle of obtaining 
visas and spectator passes. 

“Some people are scared 
it costs too much and other 
people are scared because of se¬ 


curity,” International Olympic 
Committee member Gerhard 
Heiberg of Norway said. 

Sochi organizers announced 
last week that 70 per cent of 
tickets have been sold for the 
games, which run from Feb. 7-23 
and represent a symbol of pride 
and prestige for Russia and 
President Vladimir Putin.

Russian security officials are 
hunting down three poten¬ 
tial female suicide bombers, 
one of whom is believed to 
be in Sochi, where the Win¬ 
ter Olympics will begin next 
month. 

Police leaflets seen by an 
Associated Press reporter at 
a central Sochi hotel on Tues¬ 
day contain warnings about 
the three potential bombers. 

A U.S. congressman who 
was in Sochi on Tuesday to 
assess the situation said he 


was impressed by the work 
of Russian security forces, 
but troubled that potential 
suicide bombers had gotten 
into the city, despite all of the 
extraordinary security meas¬ 
ures. 

“We know some of them 
got through the perimeter,” 
said Rep. Michael McCaul, 
chairman of the U.S. House 
Homeland Security Com¬ 
mittee. “She’s for real. What 
we don’t know is how many 
more black widows are out 
there.” 

Russian authorities have 
blamed the so-called “black 
widows” of slain insurgents 
for previous attacks in the 
countiy. 

McCaul, a Republican from 
Texas, said he had numer¬

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Chinese man who 
kept women as sex 
slaves executed 


Luoyang city. The 

man, 36, kept his six 
victims in a dungeon; 
two were killed by 
fellow victims he 
coerced into doing so 


China executed a man on 
Tuesday who kept six women 
in a dungeon as sex slaves for 
periods of up to 21 months, 
during which he coerced 
three of them to kill two of 
their fellow captives, a court 
official said. 

Li Hao, 36, who was exe¬ 
cuted, had dug a dungeon 
underneath a basement he 
bought in August 2009 and 
tricked women who worked 
at hair salons, karaoke bars 
and a massage parlour into 


going there with him, the of¬ 
ficial Xinhua News Agency 
reported. 

Li repeatedly raped the 
women, who were held there 
between two and 21 months, 
it said. 

Police said he wanted to 
make money by forcing the 
women into prostitution and 
to appear in obscene webcasts. 

His dungeon in Luoyang 
city in central Henan province 
was finally discovered after 
one of the women escaped 
and went to police. 

The two women who died 
were killed by three of the 
others on Li’s instructions, 
and they were also found 
guilty of murder, according 
to Xinhua, which said they 
were shown leniency. Two 
were put on probation, one 
got three years jail time.

So Wilkin is taking that 
idea of the coffee conver¬ 
sation and formalizing it 
as Ten Thousand Coffees, 
which launched Tuesday at 
tenthousandcoffees.com. 

Some heavy hitters have 
signed up: Astronaut Chris 
Hadfield, comic Rick Mercer 
and Twitter Canada head Kirs- 
tine Stewart. Bank executives, 
non-profit leaders, lawyers and 
academics are among the 300 
experts in 21 industries partici¬ 
pating. 

Even though the program 
is called Ten Thousand Coffees, 
Wilkin says the meetings con¬ 
necting Gen Y and seasoned 
experts can be over coffee or 
take place anywhere, includ¬ 
ing on Skype, Google Hang¬ 
outs or “any vehicle to ignite 
the conversations.”

CEOs want their slice of the 
feds spending surplus pie 


Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty shouldn’t lose sight 
of what businesses need 
before making any final 
decisions about spending a 
surplus ahead of the next 
election, says a group repre¬ 
senting the country’s big¬ 
gest corporations. 

While the Canadian 
Council of Chief Executives 
supports Flaherty’s drive to 
slay the deficit, it says in a 
Jan. 17 letter that there will 
be a lot of people with their 
hands out once he posts a 
surplus. 

“If you think it’s tough 
managing spending when 
you’re in a deficit, just wait 
until you have a surplus,” 
council president and CEO 
John Manley said Tuesday 
in an interview from Davos, 
Switzerland. 

“Because everybody that’s 
been able to say, ‘Well, OK,’ 
during times of restraint are 
going to believe that they 
should be at the top of the 
list in times of surplus. So 
he’s going to have his work 
cut out for him.” 

It’s no secret that the 
Conservatives want a sur¬ 
plus in 2015 so they can

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Frankenstein’s creation is 
back from the dead, again 


Creature feature. The 
monster may have 
many names, but he's 
been a fixture on the 
silver screen since the 
birth of cinema 




The eight-foot-tall, gruesome- 
ly ugly creation of Victor 
Frankenstein has been called 
many things. In the original 
Maiy Shelley novel he is 
named The Ogre. In the cred¬ 
its of the Boris Karloff film he 
is referred to as The Monster. 
He’s also been called a fiend, 
the thing and the demon. 

All those terms are apt for 
a creature born of dead body 
parts but a new movie adds a 
different name — Adam. As 
in Adam Frankenstein. 

I, Frankenstein stars Aaron 
Eclchart as Adam, the prefab 
man. He’s now an immortal 
martial arts expert battling 
a war between rival clans in 
an ancient city. The charac¬ 
ter takes the name from the 
Shelley book. Sort of. 

Shelley never gave the 
monster a name. People 
often mistakenly refer to him 
as Frankenstein, but in the 


novel the creature says to Vic¬ 
tor, “I ought to be thy Adam; 
but I am rather the fallen an- 
gel.” 

Whatever you want to call 
him, Frankenstein’s Monster 
has always been a popular 
character in the movies. 

The most famous film fea¬ 
turing the creature has to be 
Boris Karloff’s 1931 classic, 
but it wasn’t the first. Five 
silent films, one with the dra¬ 
matic title Life Without Soul 
and another that featured the 
brute emerging from a caul¬ 
dron of fieiy chemicals, all 
played to packed houses. 

From those dramatic be¬ 
ginnings dozens of movies 
followed. Robert De Niro 
played the beast in Mary Shel¬ 
ley’s Frankenstein. On the set 
director Kenneth Branagh 
banned the word “monster,” 
insisting instead that every¬ 
one refer to the creature the 
same way he is billed in the 
credits, as “The Sharp Fea¬ 
tured Man.” 

The movie The Bride, a 
1985 remake of The Bride of 
Frankenstein starring Sting 
and Jennifer Beals, gave the 
fiend yet another name. He 
was dubbed Viktor but not in 
tribute to his creator Victor 
Frankenstein. In this retelling 
the good doctor is known as 
Baron Charles Frankenstein. 
The name Viktor was chosen 
in tribute to the film’s produ¬ 
cer Victor Drai.

Eckhart takes on monster of a role 



I, Frankenstein. 

Chiseled actor takes 
his turn at the man¬ 
made monster in new 
sci-fi fantasy flick

Since that fevered night 
over a century past, when 
writer Mary Shelley, her 
hubby Percy and their pals 
Byron and Polidori got 
silly on sex and substan¬ 
ces and helped birth her 
masterpiece of gothic hor¬ 
ror Frankenstein, popular 
culture has mined and ex¬ 
ploited the novel’s concepts 
in a myriad of media to 
varying effect. 

The latest stab at the 
man-made monster myth¬ 
ology is I, Frankenstein, 
an adaptation of the same- 
named graphic novel by 
actor-writer Kevin Grevioux 
(Underworld). 

It stars The Dark Knight’s 
Aaron Eckhart as Adam, the 
good doctor’s undying cre¬ 
ation who channels Clint 
Eastwood’s “man with no 
name” by wandering into 
a war between two enemy 
camps; in this case gar¬ 
goyles and demons. 

It’s an outrageous con¬ 
cept, but what really ap¬ 
pealed to the celebrated 
actor was its focus on char¬ 
acter. 

“I think that for the audi¬ 


ence, the movie is an ac¬ 
tion-packed, fantastic, sci¬ 
ence fiction, horror film,” 
Eckhart says. 

“But for me it’s a per¬ 
sonal thing, a personal film 


about a father and son and, 
really, that idea goes back 
to the book. It’s a film that 
marries that idea with the 
monster’s fighting skills 
and this other world he 


ends up in, looking for his 
soul and his purpose in 
life.” 

Eclchart’s resume is di¬ 
verse. From his recent afore¬ 
mentioned turn as Harvey 


Dent Two-Face in The Dark 
Knight to his macho role in 
Erin Broclcovich to his ex¬ 
tensive work with director 
Neil LaBute in films like In 
the Company of Men and 


Nurse Betty. 

But as random as his 
professional trajectory may 
seem, the actor has a dedi¬ 
cated criteria to choosing 
his parts. 

“It’s all about falling in 
love with my character,” 
Eckhart claims. 

“When I’m reading a 
script and suddenly, my five 
senses kick in, then I know 
it’s right. Then I gravitate 
towards the director, which 
is important. A real direc¬ 
tor can make good material 
great and the reverse is al¬ 
most never true. Ultimate¬ 
ly, I’m just trying to act in 
quality projects, I’m not a 
careerist.” 

With I, Frankenstein, 
Eckhart is immersed in a 
miasma of baroque, deft 
visual effects to goose the 
film’s allegorical melo¬ 
drama. 

And better still, Eckhart 
is supported by another 
great actor, genre favourite 
Bill Nighy, who, like Grevi¬ 
oux, is also a veteran of the 
Underworld films. 

Nighy plays the evil lord 
of the demons and is indeed 
enabled by Australian writ¬ 
er-director Stuart Beattie, 
a talent that Eckhart is in 
awe of. 

“Stuart is a real creator, 
a master over his material.” 
Eckhart says. 

“He loves to collaborate 
and has a fantastic imagina¬ 
tive mind, which he really 
put to use here. I think he 
created a world that people 
will enjoy, absolutely pure, 
thrilling escapism.”

There are so many people 
who just don’t like cauli¬ 
flower. But why? It is such a 
versatile and delicious vege¬ 
table, raw or cooked. 

You can add it to soups or 
stews for added vegetable fla¬ 
vour and texture. 

Serve it up raw or 
blanched on a veggie tray, or 
how about pickled — one of 
my faves! 

My current favourite way, 
however, to serve up cauli¬ 
flower is roasting it. 

It adds a slight crunch and 
decadent flavour that is so 
simple but yet addictive. 

I am pretty sure I have 


eaten a whole head of roast¬ 
ed cauliflower myself after 
taking it out of the oven! 

So how do you roast cauli¬ 
flower? 

I’ve found the best ap¬ 
proach is to simply remove 
the stem and tough core 
and cut the cauliflower into 
small florets. By doing this, 
more surface area gets ex¬ 
posed to becoming roasted 
and charred for an abso¬ 
lutely delightful texture and 
flavour. 

In this particular recipe, I 
pumped up the flavour of the 
cauliflower by adding semi 
diy chorizo sausage and sim¬ 
ple onion, garlic and parsley. 
It resulted in a dish worthy 
of my own restaurant menu. 

The chunky sauce is the 
perfect way to enjoy a varia¬ 
tion of texture and flavour in 
each bite. You never know if 
you will end up with chorizo 
or cauliflower accompanied 
by a pillowy soft gnocchi. 

1. In a large bowl, toss the 
cauliflower florets with 2 
tbsp (30 ml) of the extra 
virgin oil, salt and freshly 
ground pepper. Spread over 


parchment paper lined bak¬ 
ing sheet and roast in 400 
F (200 C) oven for about 
45 minutes or until golden 
brown and tender crisp. 
Set aside. You can do this 
the night before for a quick 
weelcnight meal the next 
day. 

2. In a large nonstick skil- 
let, heat the remaining ex¬ 
tra virgin oil over medium 
heat and saute the chorizo 
sausage, onion and garlic 
for about 8 minutes or until 
soft and starting to become 
golden. Stir in the chicken or 
vegetable broth and parsley. 
Keep warm. 

3. Meanwhile, in a pot of 
boiling salted water, cook 
gnocchi for about 5 minutes 
or until they float to the top 
and are tender but firm. 
Using a slotted spoon or 
small sieve lift gnocchi out of 
water and add to skillet with 
sausage and onion. Add but¬ 
ter and cook over low heat. 
Stir in roasted cauliflower 
and toss to combine until 
heated through. Serve in 
shallow bowls.

And if you’re worried it 
takes too much time? 

Most of your classes end 
in a final of some sort, and 
that final is based on the 
readings you have done.

It’s hard to believe, but some 
Jeep fans are unhappy that 
Chrysler has applied the Chero¬ 
kee label to a much sleeker 
2014 version that in no way re¬ 
sembles the previous decades- 
old design. For these folks, the 
one-word response is “Patriot”. 

Of course the Patriot, which 
is based on the now retired 
Dodge Caliber, lacks the rug¬ 
ged chops of the old Cherokee. 
However it closely resembles 
that boxy model and, unless 
you’re planning some serious 
off-road running, it’s actually 
better in most ways. 

Funny thing about nostal¬ 
gia: it often tends to obscure 
reality. Truth be told, the 
preceding American Motors- 
created Cherokee XJ wasn’t all 
that comfortable and its four 
and six-cylinder engines were 
rough running and thirsty. 


In fairness, the XJ did offer a 
bit more ground clearance and 
cargo space. But for most ap¬ 
plications, including occasional 
off-road forays, the Patriot is 
up for the challenge. For any¬ 
thing more than that, Jeep’s 
rugged Wranglers are likely 
your best choice. Keeping this 
Jeep on the move is a choice 
of four-cylinder engines that 
have been around since the Pa¬ 
triot first arrived for the 2007 
model year. The base 2.0-litre 
makes 158 horsepower and 141 
pound-feet of torque, while the 
optional 2.4-litre four-cylinder 
is rated at 172 horsepower and 
165 pound-feet of torque. A five- 
speed manual transmission can 
be had in the front-wheel-drive 
2.0 models and front and four- 
wheel-drive 2.4 Patriots. The 2.0 
cannot be ordered with 4x4. 

A six-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission (supplied by Hyundai) 
with manual shift controls is 
now optional for both engines, 
replacing the previous continu¬ 
ously variable unit (CVT). That 
might seem like an about-face 
from the current trend, but 
the new automatic makes for 
a quieter, more predictable ex¬ 
perience. The base four-wheel- 
drive system for the 2.4 is Free-

dom Drive I. In ideal-traction 
conditions 100 per cent of the 
engine torque remains with the 
front wheels, but when tire slip 
is detected, power is automatic¬ 
ally sent to the rears. The sys¬ 
tem also has a centre coupling 
that, once engaged, maintains a 
50:50 torque split. 

For actual trail-rated off- 
roading needs, the 2.4 can be or¬ 
dered with the Freedom Drive 
II off-road package that has a 
19:1 low-range “crawl” ratio 
for clambering over rocks and 
other obstacles. The system also 
includes hill-descent control 
that maintains a set speed dur¬ 
ing steep descents while brake

lock differentials control side- 
to-side wheel rotation on both 
axles so that all wheels con¬ 
stantly turn at the same speed. 
The old CVT is mandatoiy with 
Freedom Drive II, although Jeep 
says it’s made improvements to 
operation and drivability. 

The base Sport trim level 
with the 2.0-litre engine is 
priced at $19,700, including 
destination charges, but is 
little more than a basic box on 
wheels. You even have to crank 
your own windows. The Patriot 
North, which comes with either 
2.0 or the 2.4, adds power win¬ 
dows plus air conditioning and 
many other niceties. 


Fuel economy 


Fuel consumption rings in 
at 8.9 1/100 km in the city 
and 6.6 highway for base 
2.0 models with the stick 
shift and 9.7/7.0 with the 
automatic. The least effi¬ 
cient models have Freedom 
Drive II and chime in at

Along with the 2.4-litre 
engine as standard, the top- 
end Limited (available in front 
or four-wheel-drive) comes 
with climate control, leather- 
trimmed seats, and an up¬ 
graded audio system. 

Several available option 
groupings include a power 
sunroof, roof rack, all-terrain 
tires and drop-down liftgate 
speakers for tailgate partying. 
Despite best intentions, it’s un¬ 
likely that Jeep die-hards will be 
moved to consider the Patriot 
as the ideal replacement for 
their long-gone Cherokee. For 
eveiyone else, this humble Jeep 
is still worthy of consideration.

rockers Motley Crew, Van 
Halen and Guns N’ Roses 
ruled the airwaves and cas¬ 
sette decks, that remains the 
golden age of the aftermarket 
stereo business.

As smartphones and in-car 
touchscreen music systems 
move from the exception to 
the rule, the technology tsu¬ 
nami threatens what was once 
a pretty standard ritual: get¬ 
ting rid of the factoiy stereo 
for something much better/ 
cooler from the local electron¬ 
ics emporium. 

The days of buying a tape 
deck and a pair of 6x9-inch 
speakers are long gone, but 
did anyone see this coming? 
A recent study released by IMS 
Research, a leading supplier of 
market analysis in the global 
electronics industiy, asked the 
tough question facing top car- 
stereo companies such as Alp¬ 
ine, Kenwood and Pioneer: are 
vehicle manufacturers causing 
the death of the traditional 
aftermarket car stereo? 

The IMS report projects 
that aftermarket stereo sales 
in North America and Western 
Europe will slip from $1.7 bil¬ 
lion U.S. in 2011 to $718 mil¬ 
lion in 2018, a nearly 60 per 
cent decline across seven years. 

The reasons for the free- 
fall forecast in the sale of head 
units — also called receivers 
or “decks,” and the centre¬ 
piece of the car stereo system 
— are many and growing. 

But most industiy analysts 
believe aftermarket stereo 
demand is being undermined 
mainly in three areas: mod¬ 
ern and intricate dashboard 
designs; the difficulty of re¬ 
placing a standard stock sys¬ 
tem, and an improved quality 
in stereos rolling off assembly 
lines. IMS senior analyst Jack 
Berquist said that for after- 
market stereo manufactur¬ 
ers to stay profitable, or even 
afloat, a marketing evolution 
needs to take place. 

“The industiy is going to 
see a shift away from high- 
volume, low-cost units to low- 
volume, high-cost and more 
advanced units,” Berquist 
explained. “If manufacturers 
aren’t able to innovate and as¬ 
sess new markets effectively 
in this period, future success 
will be hard to guarantee.” 

Then and Now 

As a histoiy lesson, it was 
the mid-1980s, an era when 


complicated and costly and 
perhaps impractical. With 
an estimated 33 per cent of 
drivers already using smart¬ 
phones or MP3 players for 
in-car audio and automakers 
catering to those needs with 
full smartphone-integrated 
systems, the temptation and 
the need for a stereo upgrade 
has been diminished to the 
point of near pointlessness. 
“These new developments 
from vehicle manufacturers 
could spell the end of the 
traditional aftermarket car 
radio in the next 10 years, es¬ 
pecially in mature markets,” 
the IMS study said. According 
to a stoiy in USA Today, car- 
stereo makers and retailers 
continue to devise strategies 
that will help them survive 
a changing marketplace, the 
most logical of which may 
be to offer a larger catalogue 
of vehicle electronics that 
includes improved navigation 
devices, interactive gaming 
systems, and backseat video. 
Bariy Vogel, the president of 
auto electronic trade group 
Mobile Enhancement Retail¬ 
ers Association, told the USA 
Today that broadening the 
demographic will be another 
important step for manufac¬ 
turers to build and maintain 
their client base. 

“The target audience is 
anyone who breathes and 
drives a car,” Vogel said. “If 


we limited the market to that 
16- to 24-year-old that we so 
loved (back in the after- 
market heyday), the industiy 
will miss out.” 

Back to the Future 

Safe to say with technology 
a growing battleground in 
the new-car market, auto 
builders have no interest in 
returning to a dashboard 
design that makes it easy 
to swap out head units. So 
what are stereo manufactur¬ 
ers to do? 

“We need to make car 
audio cool again,” Pioneer 
Electronics vice president 
Lariy Rougas said at a recent 
industiy summit. Compli¬ 
cated dashboards are forcing 
car-stereo manufacturers to 
circumvent the old laws of 
swap-and-go systems and 
gear their efforts toward 
accessories and integration 
kits. The more progres¬ 
sive aftermarket stereos 
mate with the factoiy audio 
system but hide the main 
unit underneath the seats. 
Installation runs the wires 
through the dash and into 
a mountable cradle that 
holds and allows a smart¬ 
phone to control all the 
music features. Most of these 
systems also come SiriusXM 
and Pandora (Internet radio) 
ready and offer complete 
control of and by the cell

phone. These near-future 
audio systems can perform 
almost all the tasks of a 
stock unit, with improved 
sound quality, but they 
come with a heavy price: 
integration replacement kits 
typically start at about $300 
before installation, giving 
stereo specialists even more 
incentive to think out of the 
boom box with future sys¬ 
tem designs, product lineups 
and marketing strategies 
aimed at both the young and 
the mature buyer. “But it’s 
not all doom and gloom for 
aftermarket manufacturers,” 
the IMS study concluded. 
“The existing fraternity of 
diehard audiophiles who are 
willing to invest significantly 
to create a unique experi¬ 
ence in their vehicles is 
unlikely to disappear in the 
future.”

Lusted after by fans of high- 
strung, German-engineered 
performance cars, the BMW 
M3 entered its fourth gen¬ 
eration for model-year 2007, 
packing, for the first time, 
a V8 engine. Shoppers con¬ 
sidering an M3 from this era 
can look for a sedan, coupe or 
convertible, manual or dual¬ 
clutch, paddle-shift transmis¬ 
sion, and access to one of the 
most storied performance 
car driving experiences on 
the road. Feature content 
included a carbon-fiber roof, 
xenon lights, automatic cli¬ 
mate control, Bluetooth, 
navigation, and a full leather 
interior. The M3 topped the 
BMW 3-Series model range as 
the most powerful, highest- 
performing 3 series variant 
available. 


Common issues 


Using the iDrive system, 
click ‘Menu’, then ’Vehicle 
Information’ then ’Check 
Control’ to see if the M3 has 
any issues. A mechanical in¬ 
spection including a ‘scan’ of 
the M3’s drivetrain computer 
systems should be considered 
mandatoiy. Other reported 
issues are mainly minor: 
bad window seals on coupe 
models, which could cause 
the glass to scratch, some 
interior squeaks and rattles, 
and a wonky brakelight fault 
system that could cause a 
brake-light ‘failure’ message 
to display, possibly even if 
the brake lights are working.

The V8 looks bulletproof so 
far, though ensuring the one 
you’re considering has been 
treated to all regular mainten¬ 
ance and fluid changes is 
key to ensuring its long-term 
durability and reliability. The 
M3’s transmissions look solid 
too, albeit some program¬ 
ming-related clumsiness from 
the M-DCT control system. 
Some owners have had issues 
with this high-tech gearbox 
resolved with dealer-installed 
software updates. If you 
prefer a manual transmission, 
stick to your guns. Finally, to 
ensure you benefit from max¬ 
imum long-term reliability 
and durability from your M3, 
avoid a model with extensive 
modifications to the engine or 
suspension.

For all the technology that goes 
into them, battery-electric cars 
are relatively simple. You plug 
them into a wall, charge them 
up, and then drive them until 
they need to be charged again. 

But there’s an even more 
advanced model that makes 
its own electricity. Called a 
fuel cell vehicle, or FCV, it con¬ 
tains a fuel cell stack that pro¬ 
duces power from hydrogen. 

“It’s a chemical process, 
not a combustion process,” 
says Stephen Ellis, manager 
of fuel cell vehicle marketing 
for American Honda Motor 
Company. “In simplest terms, 
hydrogen is introduced on 
one side of a membrane and 
oxygen on the other side, and 
through the exchange of pro¬ 
tons, electricity is made.” 

The thin membrane, which 
resembles cellophane plastic, 


To note 


• Availability. Honda's FCV, 
the Clarity, is primarily avail¬ 
able in California, where 
several hydrogen filling sta¬ 
tions are available.

is sandwiched between layers 
that form the hydrogen and 
oxygen electrodes. This “sand¬ 
wich” is called a membrane 
electrode assembly. When a 
separator is attached on either 
side, the resulting unit is 
called a cell. Several hundred 
cells are stacked together —

hence the name — to form 
the fuel cell stack. The separ¬ 
ators provide room for hydro¬ 
gen, air, and coolant to flow 
between the cells. 

The fuel cell receives its 
hydrogen from a storage tank 
in the car, while it gets its oxy¬ 
gen from the outside air. The 
process of creating electricity 
releases water. Some of it re¬ 
mains in the stack, since the 
membrane has to stay damp, 


but the excess goes out the 
tailpipe. It’s the only emission 
an FCV creates. 

“When you turn the key 
and press the ‘start’ button, 
that begins the production of 
electricity,” Ellis says. While 
fuel cells from ten years ago 
needed about 30 seconds to 
start working, today’s ver¬ 
sions take less than five 
seconds. 

Honda’s FCV contains a 


lithium-ion battery, which 
stores any excess electricity 
from the fuel cell. It also cap¬ 
tures kinetic energy during 
deceleration and braking, 
and stores it as electricity. 
Ellis calls this “free energy,” 
since it’s power that’s cre¬ 
ated without using hydrogen. 
During start-up and accelera¬ 
tion, when large amounts of 
power are needed, the bat¬ 
tery supplements the fuel 


cell’s output. The fuel cell 
also shuts down its electricity 
production when the car is 
stationary, so the batteiy pro¬ 
vides power to run the lights, 
stereo, and other devices. 

Honda’s current fuel cell 
has a range of about 385 1cm 
on a tank of hydrogen, but an 
improved one coming next 
year will go about 480 1cm, 
even though it’s 33 per cent 
smaller.

The big news is that Can¬ 
adians purchased over 1.7 
million new vehicles in 2013, 
breaking the previous sales 
record, which stood for over 
a decade. 

The not-so-big news is that 
the nameplates that did most 
of the heavy lifting in 2013 are 
ones we’ve seen before: F-Ser- 
ies, Honda Civic, Dodge Grand 
Caravan, Ford Escape, etc. 

Man, as a group of vehicle 
buyers, Canadians are so pre¬ 
dictable and consistent. We 
love our pickups, our compact 
sedans, our minivans, and our 
compact SUVS and crossovers. 
It would have been cool if, say, 
the Maserati Quattroporte out¬ 
sold the Toyota Corolla, just 
once! But it’s never going to 
happen I suspect. 

Analysts attribute the sales 
surge to pent-up demand, a 
slowly recovering economy, 
and lots of lots of pickups be¬ 
ing sold, particularly out west 
where the economy continues 
to be hotter than Tex-Mex 
BBQ sauce. Total pickup sales 
crossed the 300,000-unit fron¬ 
tier for the first time in histoiy. 
Lots of pickup sales for work- 
related ventures for sure, but

analysts say the trend toward 
more personal use pickups is 
also at play. The Ford F-Series 
topped all trucks and cars 
again in 2013, for its forth-con- 
secutive overall sales crown. 

It will be interesting to 
see if the all-new F-Series just 
introduced at the Detroit auto 
show will continue the win¬ 
ning legacy, seeing that Ford 
rolled the dice somewhat on 
this new model. It’s the first 
pickup with virtually all-alum¬ 
inum body panels, for a lighter 
and more fuel-efficient truck. 

This should certainly ap¬ 
peal to the personal use crowd, 
but many wonder if the com¬ 
plexity and cost involved in fix¬ 
ing inadvertently crashed and 
dinged aluminum might scare 
off some fleet and commercial 
customers. 

Chrysler’s Ram pickups 
continue to make headway. 
As a group, they’re still third 
behind the Ford and GM com¬ 
petitors, but an awfully strong 
third. Not long ago they used 


to be afterthoughts in the full- 
size segment. Strong F-Series, 
Focus, Fusion, and Escape 
sales helped Ford regain the 
top-selling automaker status 
in the Canadian marketplace, 
followed by Chrysler, then GM. 

Jaguar is not going to 
threaten the Big Three any¬ 
time soon, or any of its luxuiy 
competitors as well, but it did 
post one of the best year-over- 
year increases: 1,263 Jaguars 
were sold in 2013, compared to 
644 in 2012, an almost 100 per 
cent improvement. Certainly 
helping were the 229 F-type 
sports cars that found buyers 
in 2013. Jaguar has been out 
of that particular sports car 
segment for far too long, and 
it’s great to see them back, 
and back with such a strong 
car. Other highlights and low- 
lights of the 2013 sales year: 

When it came to strictly 
passenger cars (no trucks or 
CUVs or SUVs or minivans), 
Toyota was top, with a 12.8 
percent share of the overall 
market. But Hyundai was not 
far behind with a 12.4 percent 
share. Honda was third with 
an 11.9 percent share. 

Nissan Leaf sales almost 
doubled (470 vs. 240), while 
Chevrolet Volt’s sales per¬ 
formance went somewhat the 
other way: down to 931 units, 
from 1,225 in 2012. Smart is 
staying consistent: 2,387 sales 
in 2012; 2,237 sales in 2013. 
Corvette is winning more 
fans: 324 sales, compared to 
250 last year. 

Two-hundred and four¬ 
teen new Ferraris went 
home with their lucky new 
buyers in 2013, up slightly 
from 2012, where 190 made 
the getaway.

5. Exercise your Etiquette 


Be honest about your car’s 
issues, quirks and repair 
needs. Getting a prospect¬ 
ive buyer excited, only to 
have them become dis¬ 
appointed when they ultim¬ 
ately find out shortcomings 
is a waste of time. Consider 
ordering a CarProof Report 
ahead of time to show the 
vehicle’s history. 

Schedule appointments 
during daylight hours 
and allow buyers ample 
time to inspect it.

Be thorough. Asking 
more questions and 
doing your research 
can earn you savings 
and peace of mind
